Tain’t So, Zeke! 


It’s often said that “Anybody can 
be a farmer.’ The inference is that 
any ignoramus who is too stupid to, 
inake his own way in the business | 
werld can always turn to farming | 
as a last resort. But from our; 
‘asual observations of the art of 
farming today, the city boy who 
usually comes out with the state- 
ment doesn’t know what he’s talk- 
ing about. In other words, the city 
slicker isn’t so slick, and the 
country dullard isn’t so dull. 

Let’ look at this easy life known 
as farming. All you have to do is 
plant seed in spring, wateh the 
grain grow, and harvest the crop in 
fall. Sounds nice, but just think 
for a minute as the farmer has to 
think—what grains will he sow? 
He must try to calculate what fall 
prices are likely to be, and seed the 
erop which he thinks will give him 
the best returns. And while doing 
so, he must keep tn mind crop ro- 
tations, juggling various crops frorm 
field to field so that the sofl is not 


constantly depleting. And the acre- 
age of feed grains depends on the 
nuniber of farm cattle and hogs, in- 
volting all the ramifications and 
complications of mixed farming, 

Lastly, farming is at best a 
gamble. It is a gambk with nature 
and the elements. If the weather is 
not kind, there will be no crops. If 
it is kind, a tall rich golden crop 
may be lost in a matter of minutes 
from a sudden, fierce hail storm. Or 
a bad autumn may make the gather- 
ing of the harvest an impossibility. 
The average farmer takes knocks 
that would finish the ordinary bus- 
inessman but the farmer with his 
“never say die” spirlt comes back 
for more, 

He’s no chicken, the farmer. The 
successful farmer, be it known, is a 
keen business man in hig own way. 
He bas to be. And he’s a most im- 
portant one from the economic 
standpoint Farming a cinch? 
'Tain’t so, Zeke!
